The subject has occupied much of 
the attention 
of the conferences 
at 
Tsarskoe Solo. 
Certain grand dukes, 
supported by General Sakharoff, the 
m inister 
of war, Admiral 
Avellan, 
the head of the admiralty, and what is 
known as the war party are still bit­ 
terly opposed to the idea of peace 
under 
present circumstances. 
but 
with the exception of the ministers 
of war and marine, the em peror’s min­ 
isters, backed 
by M. W itte, 
solidly 
favor this course and the convincing 
argum ents 
they 
offer 
are 
telling. 
French influences in the same direc­ 
tion are now being supported by Ger­ 
man opinion. 
The rumor last week 
that Emjieror William had tendered 
his good offices now seems to be con­ 
firmed. 
The Associated Press is in a 
position to assert, however, that if 
Emperor Nicholas decides to approach 
Japan it will be through France and 
that negotiations will be conducted 
either 
between 
M. 
Delcasse, 
the 
French foreign minister, and Dr. Mo- 
nonto, the Japanese m inister at Paris, 
or M. Harmand, the French minister 
to Japan 
and Count Katsura, 
the 
Japanese premier at Tokio. 
The Russian government now feels 
certain that Japan will not make the 
first move nor disclose her position 
until overtures are made authoritiave- 
ly in the Russian em peror’s name, on 
the ground that he alone is capable of 
binding Russia. 
It Is quite possible 
that Jap a n ’s attitude in this regard 
has been exposed through unofficial 
attem pts to ascertain terms. 


Took Same Position in Chinese War. 
Japan, it will be remembered, took 
the same position 
when H err Det- 
ring, 
the German 
commissioner 
of 
customs at Tientsin, without plenary 
power, sought to obtain Jap a n ’s tennis 
for ending tile Chino-Japanese war, 
declining 
to 
treat 
until Li 
Hung 
Chang, accompanied by General John 
W. Foster, went to Tokio clothed with 
full powers. 
Furthermore, in view ol the possi­ 
bility 
that no 
basis of 
agreement 
might result even should the emperor 
now approach Japan with pacific pro­ 
t o n Is, it is regarded as entirely like­ 
ly that 
hostilities would 
continue, 
again following the precedent of the 
Chino-Japanese war, until negotiations 
ended. 
The Chino-Japanese negotia­ 
tions were 
begun in December 
and 
peace was concluded in the following 
April. 
Meanwhile the Japanese made 
a winter campaign iii Manchuria. 
In the conferences concerning the 
question whether Russia should now 
indicate her willingness for peace, all 
are agreed, firstly, that preparations to 
continue the war shall not be relaxed, 
and. secondly, 
to reject humiliating 
terms. 
There would probably be two 
points 
on which 
Russia would

found implacable, namely, cession of 
territory and indemnity, to neither of 
which, it 
is said,

Serious. 
St. Petersburg, March 22.—In con­ 
nection with the peasant revolt, there 
have been 500 arrests in the Dvinsk 
district, where, besides sacking and 
burning property and compelling the 
owners to seek refuge in the towns, 
the 
rioters arc 
killing cattle 
and 
felling trees. 
Ai Dvinsk VG al ne: bay afternoon an 
attempt was made to assassinate As­ 
sistant Commissioner of Police Deg- 
tereff. 
His assailant, 
who escaped, 
fired several shots at Degtere^f and 
wounded him in the head. 
In the Kiev district it is reported 
that. forged documents have reached 
the authorities, ordering the sales of 
state lands 
to peasants at 
absurdly 
low prices. 
These documents are be­ 
lieved 
to have 
been circulated 
by 
revolutionists in order to promote a 
revolt of peasants. 
The employes on thirty estates in 
the Lilian district have gone on strike. 
Count 
Klienmichael’s 
estates 
in 
Gomel 
have 
been 
devastated 
and 
plundered. 
Troops have been sent to 
suppress the outbreak. 
Notices have been 
posted in the 
Baltic shipyards and 
the state cart­ 
ridge factories, inviting strikers to re­ 
sume work and appealing to the men s 
good sense of the 
necessity for ex­ 
ecuting orders for the army and navy. 
A concession 
of ten hours 
for day 
work and eight for 
night work has 
been offered. 


To Test Legality of Bonds. 
Topeka. Kan., March 23.—State Au­ 
ditor Wells announced during the day 
that he would refuse to register the 
state oil refinery bonds until ordered 
by the supreme court. 
This will force 
a test of the legality of the honda. 


San Domingo, March 23.—News of 
postponement 
by— the 
United 
States senate of action on the treaty 
with Santo Domingo m akes the situa­ 
tion acute, and 
an internal uprising 
seems to tie imminent, based on the 
cry that President Morales has been 
discredited in tho United States. 
President Morales says that he is 
prepared to put down any revolution, 
but that a more serious m atter in ids 
mind is foreign complications, grow­ 
ing out of Belgium’s demand, as pre­ 
sented on March 21. 
Belgium wants 
the customs receipts of a jxirt of San­ 
to Domingo to tile extent of $25,883 a 
month, according 
to former agree­ 
ment, on which no payment has been 
made for three years. 
This first de­ 
mand is construed as a direct result 
of the failure of the treaty between 
the United 
States 
and Santo 
Do­ 
mingo. 


Helpless to Resist Demands. 
President Morales anticipates simi­ 
lar demands by other foreign powers, 
which lie will be helpless to resist. He 
says he wants to pay all tin* republic's 
debts, but sees the ruin of the coun­ 
try with every port. in the hands of a 
different foreign power and no reve­ 
nue for the government. 
While he 
sees 
no light ahead, 
lie lias 
blind 
faith that “right will triumph.” 
In an interview President Morales 
said: 
“ It 
is entirely 
possible that 
the 
United States may have to send an 
ultimatum 
here, on account 
of th e 
Dominican 
government's being 
un­ 
able, though not unwilling, to meet 
its obligations. 
It is utterly impos­ 
sible for the government to pay th e 
sums due foreign nations unless the 
United States can procure from for­ 
eign powers a postponeim ut of their 
demands. 
Otherwise these demands 
will be pressed. 
I have no physical 
or moral force to resist them. 
W ith 
the customs houses in the control of 
the United States the resources of 
the island will 
develop speedily and 
all demands will tie paid, with the re­ 
sult th a t the country will be educat­ 
ed to peace and permanent prosper­ 
ity/* 


Anticipate Land Grab Game. 
With two Dominican ports now Id 
tho hands of Hic United States and 
the failure of the treaty, Dominicans 
believe that a grab game by foreign 
powers will begin at once. 
An Ital­ 
ian cruiser was here a few days ago, 
but withdrew’ to Kingston. 
The Am­ 
erican gunboat Castine is here with 
150 men; th*' cruiser Chattanooga is 
at 
Samnna bay, 
the Detroit 
is at 
Puerto 
Plata and 
the Dixie 
is at 
Monte Christi. 
Rear 
Admiral S ils­ 
bee has gone to Guantanamo for a 
consultation with Rear Admiral Bar­ 
ker. 
With the seizure of Dominican ports 
by foreign powers, it is argued that, 
the Monroe doctrine will be nullified 
as regards this 
republic. 
With the 
United States 
in possession of two 
ports It would 
riot be logical, it is 
argued, to opjKise tho seizure of oth­ 
er ports h> foreign powers. 
At the 
sam e 
time tho only hope of 
Presi- 
doiit Morales is that in some way Hie 
United States can secure a postpone­ 
m ent of seizure by European powers. 
No steps to this end have been init­ 
iated. 
No reply has yet been made to Bel­ 
gian demands. 
President Morales has about 1,200 
men under arm s ready to crush the 
first internal uprising; but should the 
customs houses be seized, Ii*' speedily 
woald be without funds with which to 
liny his army, which 
would immc- 
diately desert.

Ft. 
Petersburg, 
March 
23.—The 
party within the government which is 
urging the emperor 
to indicate to 
Japan Russia’s willingness to end the 
war if a reasonable basis be reached, 
has been greatly encouraged the past 
few days, and an actual pacific propos­ 
al may be just ahead. 
The subject has occupied much of 
the attention 
of the conferences 
at 
Tsarskoe Selo. 
Certain grand dukes, 
supported by General Sakharoff, the 
m inister 
of war, Admiral 
Avellan, 
the head of the admiralty, and what is 
known as the war party are still bit­ 
terly opposed to the idea of peace 
under 
present circumstances, 
but 
with the exception of the ministers 
of war and marine, the em peror’s min­ 
isters. backed 
by M. Witte, 
solidly 
favor this course and the convincing 
arguments 
they 
offer 
are 
telling. 
French influences in the same direc­ 
tion are now being supported by Ger­ 
man opinion. 
The rumor last week 
that Emperor William had tendered 
his good offices now seems to be con­ 
firmed. 
The Associated Press is in a 
position to assert, however, that if 
Em peror Nicholas decides to approach 
Japan it will be through France and 
that negotiations will be conducted 
either 
between 
M. 
Delcasse, 
the 
French foreign minister, and Dr. Mo­ 
nolito, the Japanese m inister at Paris, 
or M. Harmand, the French minister 
to Japan 
and Count Katsura, 
the 
Japanese premier at Tokio. 
The Russian government now feels 
certain that Japan will not make the 
first move nor disclose her position 
until overtures are made authoritiave- 
ly in the Russian em peror’s name, on 
the ground that he alone is callable of 
binding Russia. 
It is quite possible 
that Jap a n ’s attitude in this regard 
h a s been exposed through unofficial 
attem pts to ascertain terms. 


Took Same Position in Chinese War. 
Japan, it will be remembered, took 
the same position 
when H err Det- 
ring, 
the German 
commissioner 
of 
customs at Tientsin, without plenary 
power, sought to obtain Jap a n ’s terms 
for ending the Chino-Japanese war, 
declining 
to 
treat 
until Li 
Hung 
Chang, accompanied by General John 
W. Foster, went to Tokio clothed with 
full powers. 
Furtherm ore, in view ol the possi­ 
bility 
that no 
basis of 
agreement 
might result even should the emperor 
now approach Japan with pacific pro­ 
posals, it is regarded as entirely like­ 
ly that 
hostilities would 
continue, 
again following the precedent of the 
Chino-Japanese war, until negotiations 
ended. 
The Chino-Japanese negotia­ 
tions were 
begun in December 
and 
peace was concluded in the following 
April. 
Meanwhile the Japanese made 
a winter campaign in Manchuria. 
In the conferences concerning the 
question whether Russia should now 
indicate her willingness for peace, all 
are agreed, firstly, that preparations to 
continue the war shall not be relaxed, 
and. secondly, 
to reject humiliating 
terms. 
There would probably be two 
points 
on which 
Russia would 
be 
found implacable, namely, cession of 
territory and indemnity, to neither of 
which, 
it 
is said, 
would 
Emperor 
Nic holas ever agree. 
It is pointed 
out, however, that if 
Japan 
seriously 
desires 
enduring 
peace on collateral questions Russia 
might be ready to offer liberal com­ 
pensatory 
considerations. 
For 
in­ 
stance, in lie*u of direct indemnity she 
might turn over to Japan the proceeds 
of the sale of all the rights and prop­ 
erty of the Port 
A rthur and Dalny 
and the Chinese Eastern railways and 
liberally pay for the maintenance of 
Russian 
prisoners 
in Japan, 
and, 
while 
refusing 
to cede 
Sakhalin, 
might grant rights 
to the fisheries 
there or even relinquish all the valu­ 
able seal fisehries on the Commander 
Islands. 
It is possible* also, that sat­ 


isfactory

regarding

GE T A T E M P O R A R Y RESPITE. 


Japs Ceate Pressing Pursuit of the 
Russians. 
Gunshu Pass, March 23.—The Japa­ 
n e s e appear to have 
given the Rus­ 
sians a temporary respite from pur- 
iult, probably for the purpose of re­ 
forming their forces as they did after 
the 
pursuit of 
the Russians 
north 
from Liaoyang. 
The 
Russian front 
runs southeast by northwest, with the 
Russian right much nearer the rail­ 
road than 
the left, while the 
Japa­ 
nese position follows a line intersect­ 
ing Kaiyuan. 
The impression

Rumors of a probability that Grand 
Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch will as­ 
sume command of the armies, lately 
current ul Mukden, have been revived 
here the past two days and art* con­ 
tinuing in spite of the nomination of 
General Linevitch. 
There is ittle or nothing known hero 
of 
the 
happenings 
in the 
outside 
world, since ^ .e army is now cut off 
from all communication 
by way of 
China, but all are intensely interested 
in the rumored peace discussions.

Ground Was Piled High With Corpses 
of the Japanese. 
London, March 23.—The correspond­ 
ent at Tokio of the Daily Telegraph 
sa y s: 
“An officer who has returned from 
Moji describes the 
terrible fighting 
which occurred at the various gates 
belore the capture 
of Mukden. 
He 
sa>s that never in the history of w ar­ 
fare were such 
formidable field de­ 
fenses faced by 
infantry attacks as 
the works 
protecting Mukden. 
The 
ground became covered with hillocks 
of corpses. 
Three separate forces a t­ 
tacked the western, the southern and 
the eastern gates. 
The struggle was 
not 
decided for many 
hours. 
Line 
after line of Japanese infantry went 
down. 
Finally, at 11 o’clock at night, 
the Russians broke and fled in the di­ 
rection of the northern gate. 
They 
suffered 
enormous 
losses 
outside, 
however, being (aught 
on all sides 
like rats in a trap. 
Altogether, 2G.000 
prisoners wore captured at the south­ 
ern gate 
and 5,000 at the 
western 
gate.”

to peasants at

low prices.

to have 
been circulated 
by 
revolutionists in order to promote a 
revolt of peasants. 
The employes on thirty estates in 
the Libau district have gone on strike.

Troops have been sent to 
suppress the outbreak. 
Notices have been

Topeka, Kan., March 23.—State Au­ 
ditor Wells announced during the day 
that he would refuse to register the 
state oil refinery bonds until ordered 
by the supreme court.

San Domingo, March 23.—News of

postponement— by— the 
United 
S tates senate of action on the treaty 
with Santo Domingo m akes the situa­ 
tion acute, and 
an internal uprising 
seems to be imminent, based on the 
cry that President Morales has been 
discredited in the United States. 
President Morales says th at he is 
prepared to put down any revolution, 
but th at a more serious m atter in his 
mind is foreign complications, grow­ 
ing out of Belgium’s demand, as pre­ 
sented on March 21. 
Belgium wants 
the customs receipts of a port. of San­ 
to Domingo to the extent of $25,883 a 
month, according 
to former agree­ 
ment, on which no payment, has been 
made for throe years. 
This first de­ 
mand is construed as a direct result 
of the failure of the treaty between 
the United 
Slates 
and Santo 
Do­ 
mingo. 


Helpless to Resist Demands. 


President Morales anticipates simi­ 
lar demands by other foreign powers, 
which he will be helpless to resist. He 
says he wants to pay all the republic s 
debts, but sees the ruin of the coun­ 
try with every port in the hands of a 
different foreign power and no reve­ 
nue for the government. 
While he 
sees 
no light ahead, 
he has 
blind 
faith that “right will triumph.” 
In an interview President Morales 
sa id : 
“ It 
Is entirely 
possible that 
the 
United States may have to send an 
ultim atum 
here, on account 
of the* 
Dominican 
government's being 
un­ 
able, though not unwilling, to meet 
its obligations. 
It is utterly impos­ 
sible for the government to pay the 
sums due foreign nations unless the 
United States can procure from for­ 
eign powers a postponeim nt of their 
demands. 
Otherwise these demauds 
will be pressed. 
I have no physical 
or moral force to resist them. 
With 
the customs houses in the control of 
the United States the resources of 
the island will 
develop speedily and 
all denmnds will In? paid, wit 1» the re­ 
sult th a t the country will be educat­ 
ed to peace and permanent prosper­ 
ity.” 


Anticipate Land Grab Game. 
W ith two Dominic an ports now in 
the hands of the United States and 
the failure of the treaty, Dominicans 
believe that a grab game by foreign 
powers will begin at once. 
An Ital­ 
ian cruiser was here a few days ago, 
but withdrew to Kingston. 
The Am­ 
erican gunboat Gastine is h<*rc with 
150 men; the cruiser Chattanooga is 
at 
Samana bay, 
the Detroit 
is at 
Puerto 
Plata and 
the Dixie 
is at 
Monte* Christ!. 
Roar 
Admiral Sigs- 
bee has gone to Guantanamo for a 
consultation with Rear Admiral Bar­ 
ker. 
With the seizure of Dominican ports 
by foreign powers, it is argue«1 that 
the Monroe doctrine will ho nullified 
as regards this 
republic. 
With the 
United Stales 
in possession of two 
ports it would 
not he logical, it is 
argued, to opjKise the seizure of oth­ 
er porta h> foreign powers. 
At the 
sam e 
time the only hope of 
Presi­ 
dent Morales is that in some way the 
United States can secure a postpone­ 
m ent of seizure by European powers. 
No steps to this end have been init­ 
iated. 
No reply has yet been made to Bel­ 
gian demands. 
President Morales has about 1,200 
men under arm s ready to crush the 
first internal uprising; but should the 
customs houses be seized, he speedily 
would be without, funds with which to 
pay his army, which 
would imme­ 
diately desert.

Conditions Unhealthy 


W. R. Clark, of this city, who return­ 
ed a day or two ago from the Panama 
Canal Zone, is not at all enamored of 
the country or a n y t h i n g else down there 
and is very outspoken in his advice to 
all who think of going there to stay at 
home. 
Mr. Clark, who went as steam shovel 
man under the canal commission, was 
only there a few days, but he was there 
long enough to satisfy him and is glad 
to he back in Brainerd. 
He only work­ 
ed one day, being taken with malaria 
fever the second day there, 
He was assigned to work erecting 
shovels in the big cut at Culebra, fifteen 
miles from Panama. 
Taking ship at 
New York he went to Colon, via Cuba. 
At Colon he was sent to Panama for 
assignment, so that he saw the canal for 
the entire length and hat! a good chance 
.to judge of conditions there. 
His salary 
was the same as a major in the army, 
SBK) a month and quarters. The quar­ 
ters he said were shanties about 12x20, 
cheaply built and expected to house 
four men. The only furniture furnish­ 
ed was canvas cots. 
These shacks were 
the only available places as there were 
but very poor 
hotel accommodations. 
The mealing arrangements did not satis­ 
fy “Scotty"’ a little bit. 
A live o’clock 
in the morning they had a roll and a cup 
of black native coffee and were expected 
to 
work on 
that from 
six in 
tho 
morning until noon. 
T aen they got a 
fairly 
good breakfast. 
They worked 
from one till five, then had dinner. 
He 
remonstrated on the light breakfats and 
was told that when he had been there 
three months ho would lose his appetite 
for breakfast, the same as tho others 
had done. 
W hen Mr. Clark felt the fever coming 
on he went to the surgeon, ( the commis­ 
sion furnishes medical attendance and 
medicine free,) and was told to go to his 
quarters and go to bed and the doctor 
would call that night to see him. 
He 
lay there three days without the doctor 
coming near or having a thing 
to eat. 
The third day he asked one of the other 
men who quartered with him to get him 
a little soup from the hotel, which he did. 
“Scotty” then crawled out to the su r­ 
geon's quarters and was told that he was 
getting along nicely. 
The surgeon, how­ 
ever, advised him not to try and stay 
there and Mr. Clark thought the ad­ 
vice timely 
and good and got out

Senate Approves Lord’s Bill to Regu­ 
late Companies.
